wrestled grimly and bitterly with 
the task of obtaining its nominees, 
word came that Senator Brien 
MeMahon was dying in a Wash- 
ington hospital and that the last 
words he had heard were those 
of his colleague, Senator Benton, | 
nominating him on Thursday.

Senator Kefauver, whose cam- 
paign early this week became en- 
tirely captive of the left wing 
group in the Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action and their counter- | 
parts in labor, fought in a coali- 
tion with Averell Harriman a 
last desperate and forlorn battle 
to deadlock the convention or so 
wear it out that it might turn to 
him. 

The rest of labor had turned to 
Adlai Stevenson, but the left-wing 
faction came to Friday’s ballot- 
ing with the same tactics which 
had so exhausted the convention 
the night before. They stopped at 
nothing, and their plans were 
quite obviously worked out in con- | 
siderable detail. 

First, they had each unanimous 
delegation make a little speech 
with the casting of the vote. Then 
they resumed request for delega 
tions to be polled, this being 
worked out in advance through 
members of the various delega- 
tions. Between times they had 
cheerleaders calling ‘‘We want 
Kefauver.” Their idea was to try 
to wear out the convention, to 
deadlock it, and turn it to the 
Tennessean and certainly they 
had wearied it greatly. When del- | 
egations were polled the in- 
‘dividual delegates also mace 
speeches about casting their votes | 
for the people’s choice, and so 
on.

Out of the lusty brawling of the 
Democratic National Convention, the 
delegates have selected a candidate who 
can win. Gov. Stevenson of Illinois 1s 
untainted with the bitter controversy 
which surrounded the convention and 
is its chief beneficiary. 

Adlai Stevenson comes from a fam- 
ily that has been prominent in America 
since Colonial days. His forefathers 
helved to build the nation, some of 
them attaining positions of great im- 
portance and trust. His grandfather 
served as vice-president under Grover 
Cleveiand and his great-grandfather ar- 
ranged the Lincoln-Douglas debates 
from which emerged the modern Re- 
publican party. 

A graduate of Princeton, he spent 
his early years in various pursuits, in- 
cluding work with the family news- 
paper, The Pantagraph, at Blooming- 
ton. Ill. He became a successful attor- 
ney before being drafted into the pub- 
lic service during World War II by 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox. 
This was followed with service in the 
U. S. State department, where he 
helped to lay the foundations for the 
United Nations. 

Drafted by the Democrats, he was 
elected governor of Illinois in 1948. in 
a traditionally Republican state by the 
biggest majority in its history. He 
polled 500,000 more votes than did 
President Truman, and has been an 
outstanding chief executive. His admin- 
istration has been chiefly concerned 
with war on corruption, extravagance 
and crime. He has been highly’ success- 
ful in that task. 

He would make a good president, 
possibly a great president, of the 
United States.

John L. Reminds Us 
Of Fall’s Approach 


As if we haven’t had enough trou- 
bles—the efforts of the steel strike, the 
political hassle, trying to keep cool— 
along comes word that John L. Lewis 
and his miner boys are getting set to 
strike about Sept. 20. 

As we expected, and had predicted, 
the coal miners have their eye on the 
wage hikes that steelworkers are about 
to get and have decided that they de- 
serve some of the same. 

The prospects are that once the 
miners walk out they will be out for 
awhile. The demand for coal is not 
what it used to be. Consequently, the 
price is low, so is the margin of profit. 
Mine operators are going to be reluc- 
tant to give a wage raise, 

Another factor pointing to a long 
strike is that the average stockpile 
would last more than two months. 

Under present conditions that coal 
stockpile is not going to be cut by an 
unusual demand—at least not for heat- 
ing purposes. : 

Anyway, the talk of a coal strike 
is in the air along with “back-to-school” 
conversation and other sure signs that 
we are well on the way to fall. 


Costly Steel Strike 
Need Not Have Been 


Despite our thankfulness that the 
disastrous steel strike is ended, the 
thought persists that it was unneces- 
sary. The walkout resulted from a com- 
bination of blunders and mismanage- 
ment such as we have not witnessed in 
many months. 

The strike has dealt a major blow to 
America’s defense plans and to the na- 
tion’s economic stability. The losses will 
run into billions by the time the full bill 
is paid. The cost to the American peo- 
ple would have financed several months 
of the Korean War. 

The agreement follows the basic pat- 
tern of the formula worked out by 
Bethlehem officials and workers five 
weeks ago and subsequently rejected by 
Phillip Murray. The pity is that an ac- 
ceptable formula had to be dragged out 
for weeks because of haggling over 
minor points that did not materially af- 
fect the contract. 

The workers will receive a 16-cenf 
increase in pay with many fringe bene- 
fits and a modified union shop arragge- 
ment which seems fair to the union and 
to industry. The $5.20 a ton increase in 
the price of steel will be passed on to the 
consuming public and to the taxpayers 
through increased costs in the defense 
effort. 

As we have pointed out here many 
times, the biggest mistake made during 
the fight was government interference 
as a partisan. 

Intervention, even if successful, has 
been proved impractical. It may ad- 
vance one side or the other temporarily, 


but; in the long run it creates ill-feeling

on the losing side, lessens the confidence 
of the public, and thus destroys effec- 
tiveness of government arbitration in- 
tended to keep the scales even. 

The steel strike is settled. The 
haunting fact remains that it need not 
have occurred.

Soviets Urge That Maids 


Be Chary With Kisses 


A kiss can be a dangerous thing. 

In California the other day when a 
motorist tried to kiss his girl, his car 
skidded 321 feet, jumped a curb, hur- 
dled a wall, smashed through a two-foot 
brick pillar and came to a stop against 
a house. The story didn’t say if the 
driver attained his original purpose. 

The Communists know something 
about the hazards of kissing. They have 
warned Russian women that Western 
esplonage agents frequently use court- 
ship methods to learn Soviet secrets. 

Anna Welch, leader of the women’s 
committee of the Soviet zone railway 
system, told a Communist women’s 
meeting: “Our unmarried colleagues 
should make certain their friends and 
sweethearts are ideologically safe.” 

She sternly urged that Soviet spin- 
sters exercise extreme caution. 

We have a strong feeling, though, 
that her warning will not make all Red 
lips kissproof.

Iranians Are Warned 


Of Reds’ ‘United Front’ 


Fears that the Communist Tudeh 
Party might engineer its proposed 
“united front” with nationalist forces 
in Iran have been allayed temporarily. 
Premier Mossadegh’s new director of 
police has warned the nation of such a 
development, although he has not yet 
completely: checked it. 

Such a move, as the world knows 
from experience, usually ends in a Com- 
munist ‘“‘united front” and the destruc- 
tion of the other members of the coali- 
tion. We saw it happen in Czechoslo- 
vakia and many other countries now be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. They begin by 
infiltration and end up with absolute 
control. 

As nationalist stubbornness, exem- 
plified in Mossadegh, continues to add 
to impoverishment of the Iranian peo- 
ple, there }s always danger of a Com- 
munist coup. The situation in Iran was 
made to order for the Reds, although we 
are still hopeful that eventually a set- 
tlement can be reached insuring Iran’s 
continued alignment with the free 
world. 

There is hope in Mossadegh’s appar- 
ent realization that Tudeh Party mem- 
bers are Communist wolves in nation- 
alist clothing who would drive out the 
West only to let in the Soviets.

The oath~ which voters in the July 8 
primary took simply bound them to support 
the nceminees of that primary election in the 
general election. Presidential nominees are 
not selected in state primaries. It follows 
that a Democrat can support Democratic 
nominees of his choice for congressional .and 
local offices in the November general elec- 
tion and at the same time “jump the fence”’ 
and vote for the Republican nominee for 
president if he-or she so desires. 

Democratic and Republican nominees 
will be listed on the same ballot for the 
first time and the voter will prepare his bal- 
lot in secret. THat’s what the new election 


law means for South Carolina voters.

Thomas L. Stokes 
The Sad Story 
Of Jimmy Byrnes 


CHICAGO—In the persona! political trag- 
edy of a man once high in the councils of 
his party and the nation can be found a key 
| —sewwee and symbol of the amaz- 

ing 1952 Democratic con- 
vention. 

Much that happened 
here begins and ends in 
the story of Gov. James 
F. Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, one-time House 
member, senator, Su- 
preme Court justice, chief 
of the World War II civil- 
ian command in the 
White House, and secre- 

tary of state. Embittered finally with his 
one-time Senate friend, President Harry Tru- 
man, he broke with him and got elected 
governor of his native state to organize a 
1952 Southern rebellion. He came here to 
Chicago for an expected triumph, a last 
dramatic stand of a brilliant career. 

Instead, he was killed by kindness. His 
Southern allies were picked off one at a 
time and brought into the party fold by a 
series of skillful compromises. At the end 
he found himself cornered, hardly realizing 
how it had all been done. He was a help- 
less captive with his back figuratively to 
Fort Sumter and with an irresolute and 
small army, including his own South Caro- 
line delegation, biting and snapping at his 
weary heels. 

This was the end of a drama with ele- 
ments of a Greek tragedy. For great, in- 
deed, and sad was the fall. It was the 
symbolic climax of a series of beautifully 
executed maneuvers, typical ironically of 
Byrnes himself in his heyday. 
Thereby the convention managers, with 
guidance from President Truman in the 
White House, brought a strange new har- 
mony into the Democratic Party in the face 
of a crisis in its affairs. 

One of its many ironies is that a man 
who is not a Democrat at all, and not even 
a professional politician, was the background 
figure who forced the party leaders here to 
act as they did. 

This was Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Republican nominee. He had raised such a 
threat to the Democratic Party in the South 
that countermeasures were necessary. This 
became the chief concern of the President 
and his lieutenants on the ground. 

When Democratic managers here, includ- 
ing national Chairman Frank E. McKinney 
and shrewd congressional leaders and local 
party bosses, were confronted with the Ei- 
senhower threat at the convention's outset 
they also found a helpful idea in something 
else that had happened at the Republican 
convention. 

This was the issue raised by the Eisen- 
hower managers over the Southern Repub- 
lican “rotten boroughs.’’ The Democrats 
had a Southern ‘‘rotten borough” scandal 
of their own in Dixiecrat plots to keep the 
name of the regular Democratic nominees 
off the party ballot as happened in a few 
cases in 1948. 

For their purposes, the managers had at 
hand agents who would exploit this party 
skeleton with no prompting. These were 
Northern and Eastern elements of the party 
who raised the so-called loyalty pledge issue. 
The party managers let this agitating ele- 
ment in for a short run, long enough to 
threaten the South but not long enough or in 
gory detail enough to offend it.

Sound Ominous 


Accident prevention is the soundest part 
of any safety campaign. Oregon has taken 
to the airwaves in this phase of its con- 
tinuing program to promote safer driving. 

The Oregon state police send a special 
team with recording equipment into traffic 
courts and hospital wards, sometimes even 
to the scenes of actual arrests for traffic 
violations, to get material for dramatic tape- 
recorded radio programs. The show, titled 
“You Never Know,” is broadcast regularly 
by 26 Oregon stations. 

The on-the-spot recordings include court- 
room depositions and interviews with those 
hospitalized by highway smashups. The 
microphone may be present at the arrest 
of a speeding motorist or taken into a prison 
to’record the remarks of a person serving a 
sentence in connection with a traffic acci- 
dent. 

We are relieved to note that language 
slips are edited out of the unrehearsed 
scenes. It wouldn't do to broadcast the re- 
marks of some drivers after they are or- 
dered to ‘“‘pull over.” 

But the reminder should serve as a grim 
warning to listeners of the consequences of 
careless driving.

Law Watered 
Down by FSA 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (#—The 
Federal Security Agency (FSA) to- 
day issued a considerably watered- 
down set of regulations for en- 
forcing the nation’s first prescrip- 


tion law—omitting certain original-| 


lv-~proposed ‘interpretations’ 
which had drawn fire from trade 
and professional organizations in 
the drug field. 

The law is an amendment to the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics 
Act. The Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA) a part of the FSA, 
says the law is designed to safe- 
guard health by giving, for the 
first time in American history, a 
federal legal definition of a drug 
requiring prescription—as disting- 
uished from one that can be freely 
purchased over the counter. 

The new law went into effect 
Aprif 26. It requires drug manu- 
facturers to label all prescription) 
drugs sent to druggists with this 
legend: 

“Caution: Federal law prohibits 
dispensing without a prescription.’ 
Omission of the label—or placing 
it on a drug which can be dis- 
pensed without a_ prescription 
makes a manufacturer liable to 
punishment,

The meeting on the Saar be- 
tween Robert Schuman, French 
foreign minister, and Dr. Walter 


Hallstein, West German secretary 
‘for foreign affairs, coincided with 
formal ratification of the Schuman 


Plan for a coal and steel pool 
and followed by only a few hours 
the decision to start putting the 
Schuman Plan into operation on 
Aug. 10. On that date the high 
authority and the court will meet 
at Luxembourg. 


OBSTACLE TO UNITY 


Schuman believes the dispute 
over the Saar is a major obstacle 
to European unity and to the suc- 
cess of the Schuman Plan. Euro- 
pean unity can only be based upon 
a French-German partnership and 
this partnership can become pos- 
sible only when the French and 
Germans agree on the status of the 
Saar, it is contended. 

For this reason Schuman raised 
the explosive Saar question as soon 
as the foreign ministers of the six 
Schuman Plan countries met to 
for headquarters 
of the plan. Schuman suggested 
that site might be Saarbruecken 
in the Saar and that that territory 
might acquire a new kind of au- 
tonomy under a European author- 
‘ity and a mutual guarantee by 
France and Germany. 

Schuman's suggestion, enthusi- 
astically backed by Aleide de 
Gasperi, Italian premier, was dis- 
at length between the 
French and Germans yesterday 
when Schuman, Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of West Germany and 
others met at lunch. Afterward 
Adenauer agreed to talks on the 
Saar. A similar Schuman-Adenauer 
plan for such talks had fallen flat 
(in April. 

The Saar now enjoys local au- 
tonomy while economically at- 
tached to France. It was German 
before World War II and has heen 
considered hy many Germans as 
one of the territories to be re- 
gained when Germany is unified. 
It therefore difficult for Ade- 
nauer to discuss giving the ter- 
ritory a permanent international 
status and it is assumed this can 
be done, if at all, only within the 
framework of some form or degree 
of a European Union. 


MUTUAL CONCESSIONS 


To this end the Germans would 
have to forego a territorial claim 
and the French doubtless would 
have to modify their present com- 
plete econonmic control of the 
Saar. 

The fact that they have agreed 
to discuss such a settlement ap- 
pears to mean that both Adenauer 
and Schuman are ready to con- 
sider mutual concessions and to 
urge them upon their more na- 
tionalistic fellow countrymen. 

If the French and Germans 
agreed on a Saar settlement, Eu- 
ropean leaders would consider the 
chances of a real European Union 
greatly multiplied. If they failed 
to agree, it would mean that steps 
toward union would be slowed and 
limited, and that common action 
would continue largely on a na- 
tional not a supernational basis.
